The KDA-4, capable of 500 
mile per hour speeds at 45.000 
feel, was launched from P2V 
and .ID-ID launch aircraft on a 
race track pattern 50 miles off 
the coast of Southern Califor­ 
nia on the Pacific Missile 
Range. The target was remote- 
controlled from a ground sta­ 
tion at the Naval Air Missile 
Test Center, Pt. Mugu.

IN COMPILING the reliabil­ 
ity record, twenty eight tar-

gels wi-ic launched of which 
only two were unsatisfactory. 
One of these was lost due to 
a ground power failure at the 
control site. Several KDA's 
were "killed" by the deadly 
Sidewinders and Sparrow Ill's 
fired from F8U Crusaders and 
F3H Demon jet fighters. Of the 
kills, one target was recovered. 

Of the 28 targets launched. 
19 were recovered and will be 
examined and repaired for 
other target missions.

Although .1 major segment 
of participating Navy and Ma­ 
rine squadrons in "Top Gun" 
were based at the Marine 
Corps Auxuliary Air Station, 
Yuma. the KDA's were based 
at the Brown Field Naval Air 
Station, San Diego, and the Pt. 
Mugu Missile Test Center. Util­ 
ity Squadron Three, based at 
Brown Field, handled the ma­ 

jor portion of the target oper- 
1 alions.

These 
gradually develop and become "frozen" under 
previous contracts.

It's plain good business to 
keep a man on the payroll after he has been 
trained and has gained practical experience.

As their specific proposal to the Union points 

out they contemplate retraining and placement 
of any employees that might be affected. And 
they will not place undue work burdens on any­ 
body.

The proposal to modernize local working 
conditions will make steelworkers' jobs more 

secure. Also it will provide opportunities for 
employees to progress.

And ultimately this proposal should create 

more jobs as the steel industry becomes more 
efficient and its markets expand.

"Local Working Conditions" Question
The companies' proposal to the Union is to submit the 

following question to joint study by the Union and the com­ 

panies, and then, if necessary, to impartial arbitration for a 

final and binding decision:

"What, if any, changes should be made in the local 

working conditions provisions of the basic labor 

agreements to enable the Companies to take reason­ 

able steps to improve efficiency and eliminate waste, 

with due regard for the welfare of the employees 

involved, including: the avoidance of undue work 

burdens; and, to the extent practicable, the retrain­ 

ing and placement on available jobs in the plant, of 

any employees affected by such steps?"

This Is One Kind of
"Local Working Condition" the

Steel Companies Are Seeking to Correct
During World War II bus service was sharply curtailed. 

To help the employees of one department in a steel mill, 

management agreed to let them quit work a quarter of an 

hour early to wash up and catch their buses. This established 

a local working condition.

Although the war is long since over and normal bus serv­ 

ice restored, the Union insists that the early quit time is an 

established local working condition and must be continued.
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
